HEALTHCARE PROVISO ACTIONS:

SECTION 33 - J020-DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES

AMEND - 33.15 - As requested by the agency and proposed by Exec Budget to reflect new
program names for CHIP and SNAP

33.15. (DHHS: SCHIP Enrollment and Recertification) The Department of Health and
Human Services shall enroll and recertify eligible children to the State-Children’s Health
Insurance Program (SCHIP) and must use available state agency program data housed in the
Revenue and Fiscal Affairs Office, to include the Department of Social Services’ Foed-Stamp
Supplemental Nutritional Assistance Program (SNAP) pregram and the Department of
Education’s Free and Reduced Meal eligibility data. Use of this data and cooperative efforts
between state agencies reduces the cost of outreach and maintenance of eligibility for SCHIP.

DELETE - 33.19 - Agency and Exec Budget both delete - Agency states that the proviso is no
longer necessary, as CMS issued a Final Rule dated 12/3/14 that amended the definition of
uninsured. The new definition is applied on a service-specific basis in lieu of an individual-
specific basis, removing the need for an exemption specific for DMH.




DELETE - 33.24 - Agency and Exec Budget recommended - Deadline for applications is April
2016, proviso is no longer needed

DELETE - 33.25 - Agency and Exec Budget both delete - DHHS transferred funds, and the
agency does not have the recurring funds to continue the proviso. AHEC has made a separate
budget request.

DELETE - 33.26 - Agency and Exec Budget both delete, authority is limited until April 1, 2016,
and the proviso is longer needed after that date.




SECTION 34 - J040-DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND ENVIRONMENTAL
CONTROL

AMEND - 34.11 - Agency requested amended language - allows for direct referrals from DHEC
to the Community based programs

34.11. (DHEC: Sickle Cell Programs) $761,233 is appropriated for Sickle Cell program
services and shall be apportioned as follows:

1) sixty-seven percent is to be divided equitably between the existing
Community Based Sickle Cell Programs located in Spartanburg, Columbia, Orangeburg, and
Charleston; and

(2 thirty-three percent is for the Community Based Sickle Cell Program at
DHEC.

The funds shall be used for providing prevention programs, educational programs,
testing, counseling and newborn screening. The existing Community Based Sickle Cell Programs
will provide counseling for families of newborns who test positive for sickle cell trait or other
similar blood traits upon referral from DHEC. The balance of the total appropriation must be
used for Sickle Cell Services operated by the Independent Living program of DHEC. The funds
appropriated to the community based sickle cell centers shall be reduced to reflect any percent
reduction assigned to the Department of Health and Environmental Control by the Executive
Budget Office; provided, however, that the department may not act unilaterally to reduce the
funds for the Sickle Cell program greater than such stipulated percentage. The department shall
not be required to undertake any treatment, medical management or health care follow-up for
any person with sickle cell disease identified through any neonatal testing program, beyond the
level of services supported by funds now or subsequently appropriated for such services. No
funds appropriated for ongoing or newly established sickle cell services may be diverted to other
budget categories within the DHEC budget. For the current fiscal year, the department shall not
reduce these funds below the current funding level.

AMEND - 34.25 - Agency and Exec Budget propose Amend: (Health Facility Penalties) -
Agency requested amended language, no changes in Executive Budget. DHFC can only initiate
enforcement through BHFL, so retained penalties should fall under BHFL.

34.25. (DHEC: Health Faethty Facilities Licensing Monetary Penalties) In the course of
regulating health care facilities/services and services, the Bivision-ef-Construction/Fire- & Life
Safety(BPCFLS) Bureau of Health Facilities Licensing (BHFL) assesses civil monetary penalties
against nonconforming providers. BEFLS BHFL shall retain up to the first $100,000 of civil
monetary penalties collected each fiscal year and these funds shall be utilized solely to carry out
and enforce the provisions of regulations applicable to that division. These funds shall be
separately accounted for in the department’s fiscal records. Regulations for nursing home
staffing for Fiseal-¥-ear2015-16 the current fiscal year must (1) provide a minimum of one and
sixty-three hundredths (1.63) hours of direct care per resident per day from the non-licensed
nursing staff; and (2) maintain at least one licensed nurse per shift for each staff work area. All
other staffing standards and non-staffing standards established in Standards for Licensing
Nursing Homes: R61-17, Code of State Regulations, must be enforced.




AMEND - 34.43 - Agency and Exec Budget proposed - update the FY reference.

34.43. (DHEC: Residential Treatment Facilities Swing Beds) For Fiscal Year 2045-16
2016-17 in coordination with the South Carolina Health Plan and to improve access for acute
psychiatric beds as patient populations demand, Residential Treatment Facilities (RTF) may
swing up to eighteen beds per qualifying facility to accommodate patients with a diagnosis of an
acute psychiatric disorder. In order to qualify to utilize swing beds a facility must meet the
following criteria: the facility must currently have both licensed acute psychiatric and residential
treatment facility beds, the RTF beds must meet the same licensure requirements as the existing
licensed acute psychiatric beds, and any facility utilizing swing beds must keep the acute and
RTF patient populations separate and distinct. The utilization of swing beds must also comply
with all federal Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services rules and regulations.

AMEND - 34.49 - Agency and Exec Budget propose updating the dates referenced - certification
IS ongoing.

34.49. (DHEC: Abortion Clinic Certification) Prior to January 31, 2645 2017, a facility
other than a hospital that is licensed and certified by the department to perform abortions must
file a report with the department that provides the number of physicians that performed an
abortion at the facility between July 1, 20624 2016 and December 31, 2634 2016, who did not
have admitting privileges at a local certified hospital and staff privileges to replace on-staff
physicians at the certified hospital and the percentage of these physician in relation to the overall
number of physicians who performed abortions at the facility. The report must include a
summation of any abortion that resulted in an outcome which required a level of aftercare that
exceeds what is customarily provided by physicians in such cases in accordance with accepted
medical practice and indicate whether or not the abortion was performed by a physician with
admitting privileges at a local certified hospital and staff privileges to replace on-staff physicians
at the certified hospital. Any summation of any abortion must not divulge any information that
is privileged or required to be maintained as confidential by any provision of law. An applicable
facility must remit a twenty-five dollar filing fee to the department for the report required by this
provision.



SECTION 36 - J160-DEPARTMENT OF DISABILITIES AND SPECIAL NEEDS

DELETE - 36.16 - Exec budget proposes deleting the proviso, as the report is complete.

SECTION 37 - J200-DEPARTMENT OF ALCOHOL AND OTHER DRUG ABUSE
SERVICES

DELETE - 37.4 - Agency and Exec Budget recommend deletion - HHS assisted and local
providers now have EHR/EMR systems.




SECTION 38 - L040-DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL SERVICES

AMEND - 38.18 - Agency requests and Exec Budget propose - would prohibit agencies ability
to waive the requirement that provider facilities meet minimum standards.

38.18. (DSS: Child Care Voucher) State funds allocated to the Department of Social
Services and used for child care vouchers must be used to enroll eligible recipients within
provider settings exceeding the state’s minimum child care licensing standards. Fhe-department

may waive this requirement on a case by case basis.

SECTION 117 - GENERAL PROVISOS
AMEND - 117.91 - Update the calendar year reference.

117.91. (GP: Means Test) All agencies providing Healthcare Services are directed to
identify standards and criteria for means testing on all programs provided, where allowed by
Federal guidelines. Once a consistent criteria has been established within an agency, they shall
implement their respective plans. Each agency shall report all criteria and fiscal data to the
Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee and to the Chairman of the House Ways and Means
Committee no later than January 1, 2034 2017.

DELETE - 117.102 - Exec Budget Recommended - RFP has already gone out - awaiting JBRC
approval




DELETE - 117.119 - No recommendation in Exec Budget - Committee is dissolved on June
30™, and therefore the proviso is no longer needed.




SECTION 118 - STATEWIDE REVENUE

AMEND - 118.11 - Exec Budget proposed amending - updating the FY references.

Provides HHS with the majority of the Tobacco MAS funds. Would need to appropriate an
additional ~$60 M in recurring general fund dollars s if this is not included.

118.11. (SR: Tobacco Settlement) (A) To the extent funds are available from payments
received on behalf of the State by the Tobacco Settlement Revenue Management Authority from
the Tobacco Master Settlement Agreement ("MSA") during Fiscal Year 2045-16 2016-17, the
State Treasurer is authorized and directed, after transferring funds sufficient to cover the
operating expenses of the Authority, to transfer the remaining funds as follows:

(1) $1,253,000 to the Attorney General's Office for Diligent Enforcement and
Arbitration Litigation; $450,000 to the State Law Enforcement Division for Diligent
Enforcement; and $325,000 to the Department of Revenue for Diligent Enforcement, all to
enforce Chapter 47 of Title 11, the Tobacco Escrow Fund Act; and

(2)  The remaining balance shall be transferred to the Department of Health and
Human Services for the Medicaid program.

(B)  The requirements of Section 11-11-170 of the 1976 Code shall be suspended for Fiscal
Year 2015-16 2016-17.
